FACTS  ABOUT  THE  UNIVERSITY 
LOCATION 

Gainesville,  Florida,  known  as  the  University  Cily, 
is  located  in  the  north-central  part  of  the  state.  It  is 
70  miles  southwest  of  Jacksonville,  120  m'les  north  of 
Orlando,  and  150  miles  southeast  of  Tallaha3see,  the 
state  carila'.  A  modern  city  of  over  40,000  population, 
Gainesvil  e  is  among  the  South's  most  rapidly  growing- 
communities. 

HISTORICAL  STATEMENT 

In  1S53  the  foundation  work  of  the  present  Univer- 
sity of  Florida  was  laid  in  Ocala  when  a  small  private 
school,  East  Florida  Independent  Institute,  was  opened. 
Florida  Agricultural  College  was  established  at  Lake 
City  in  1883,  and  by  1905  six  colleges  were  at  least  in 
part  supported  by  the  state.  With  the  passage  of  the 
Buckman  Act  in  1905,  the  University  of  Florida  was 
established  in  its  present  location.  Its  destiny  has 
been  guided  since  that  time  by  live  presidents:  Dr. 
Andrew  Sledd  (1905-1909),  Dr.  Albert  Murphree  (1909- 
1928),  Dr.  John  J.  Tigert  (1928-1947),  Dr.  J.  Hillis 
Miller  (1947-1953),  and  Dr.  J.  Wayne  Reitz,  who  be- 
came president   of     the   University  in   1955. 

ENROLLMENT 

The  current  enrollment  at  the  University  of  Florida 
is  10,992,  including  8,562  men  and  2,430  women. 

COLLEGES 

Among  the  units  which  make  up  the  University  of 
Florida  are  11  colleges,  4  schools,  and  numerous  di- 
visions and  departments.  The  University's  colleges 
include:  University,  Agriculture,  Architecture  and 
Allied  Arts,  Arts  and  Sciences,  Business  Administra- 
tion, Education,  Engineering,  Law,  Pharmacy,  Physical 
Education  and  Health  and  Medicine.  Schools  include: 
Forestry,  Graduate,  Journalism  and  Communications, 
and  the    School    of   Inter-American    Studies. 

Of  special  importance  in  the  national  emergency  is 
the  Department  of  Military  Science  and  Tactics  which 
serves  both  the  Army  and  the  Air  Force.  Other  units 
include:  Divsion  of  Music,  Agricultural  Experiment 
Station,  Agricultural  Extension  Service,  General  Ex- 
tension Division,  the  Division  of  Libraries,  and  Division 
of  Alumni  Affairs. 

PHYSICAL  EXPANSION 

A  program  of  continued  expansion  has  marked  the 
University  of  Florida  campus  since  World  War  II. 
Recently  added  or  under  construction  are  the  first  two 
units  of  a  health  center  and  medical  school,  college 
of  Agriculture  building,  agricultural  engineering  build- 
ing, ten  small  residence  units,  addition  to  the  student 
service  center,  and  a  school  of  journalism  and  com- 
munications. Under  construction  is  a  teaching  hospital, 
to  be  constructed  with  the  aid  of  federal  funds  at  a  cost 
of  $8,300,000. 


BOB  WOODRUFF 

Athletic  Director 

George  Robert  Woodruff  is  in  his  seventh  year  as 
Athletic  Director  and  Head  Football  Coach  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Florida. 

Bob  Woodruff  was  born  in  Athens,  Georgia,  on 
March  14,  1916,  but  his  family  soon  moved  to  Cuthbert, 
Georgia.  He  lived  there  until 
he  v^as  16,  played  on  Cuthbert 
High's  first  football  team  as 
a  freshman  and  then  moved  to 
Savannah  to  play  three  years 
at  Savannah  High  School. 

During  the  seasons  of  1936, 
1937,  1938,  Woodruff  was  a 
stand-out  tackle  on  the  teams 
of  General  Bob  Neyland  at  the 
University  of  Tennessee. 

Immediately  after  receiving 
a  degree  in  engineering  in  1939, 
Woodruff  joined  the  Tennessee 

coaching  staff  as  assistant  coach  and  was  with  the  Vols 
in  1939  and  1940. 

Coach  Woodruff  entered  the  Army  in  1941  and  was 
a  major  in  the  Army  Engineers  when  discharged  in 
1946. 

In  1944  and  45  he  was  assistant  coach  at  West  Point, 
and  both  of  these  seasons  the  Black  Knights  of  the 
Hudson,  manipulated  by  Coach  Earl  Blaik,  thundered 
to  national  collegiate  gridiron  championships. 

The  next  season  Woodruff  was  line  coach  at  Georgia 
Tech  and  in  the  spring  of  1947  became  head  coach  at 
Baylor  University.  The  Bears  had  finished  in  the  cellar 
of  the  Southwest  Conference  the  year  before,  but  the 
SWC  had  it's  eyes  opened  the  following  season  when 
Baylor  opened  with  four  straight  wins,  before  Texas 
came  along  to  break  the  string.  Baylor  won  five  and 
lost  five  that  year.  The  following  season  Baylor  had 
a  6-3-2  record  including  a  20-7  win  over  Wake  Forest 
in  the  Delta  Bowl.  In  1949  Woodruff's  Bears  won  eight, 
lost  two,  and  pushed  Rice  for  the  Southwest  Confer- 
ence title. 

As  Athletic  Director  for  the  University  of  Florida, 
Woodruff  has  continually  stressed  that  the  Gators 
should  be  strong  in  all  sports.  Since  his  coming  to 
Florida  in  1950,  he  has  led  the  Gators  to  an  overall 
sports  record  unmatched  by  most  colleges  in  the  coun- 
try. Last  year  alone,  the  Gators  piled  up  an  enviable 
record  of  five  Southeastern  Conference  championships: 
Swimming,  Track,  Baseball,  Golf,  and  Cross-Country 
(co-champs). 

The  Woodruff  coached  football  team  of  1952  was 
the  first  ever  to  carry  the  Florida  colors  to  a  bowl  game, 
winning  from  Tulsa,  14-13  in  the  Gator  Bowl. 

Coach  Woodruff  is  not  only  intensely  dedicated  to 
his  selected  task  of  building  a  well-rounded  sports  pro- 
gram at  the  University  of  Florida,  but  also  is  very 
proud  of  his  adopted  state  and  never  fails  to  boost  the 
virtues  of  the  State  of  Florida  before  visitors  and  when 
visiting. 

Coach  and  Mrs.  Woodruff  (Margaret)  have  three 
sons,  12  year  old  Scooter,  4  year  old  Mark,  and  Joe, 
born  this  year. 


BASKETBALL  COACH  JOHN  MAUER 

Coach  John  Mauer,  in  his  sixth  season  as  head  coach 
of  the  Florida  basketball  team,  is  continuing  his  cam- 
paign to  make  Florida  basketball  conscious.  He  began 
the  process  the  first  winter  he  sent  a  quintet  charging 
onto  the  hardcourt,  and  his  1951-52  team  jarred  the 
Gator  fans  to  attention  by  win- 
ning ten  straight  games  before 
bowing  to  a  powerful  Kentucky 
aggregation. 

Florida  finished  that  year 
with  a  fine  record  of  15  wins 
and  9  losses.  The  following 
year  the  Gators  ended  up  with 
a  13  and  6  record. 

Coach  Mauer,  because  of  a 
high  graduation  and  service 
toll,  found  himself  xaced  with 
a  monumental  rebuilding  task 
during  the  1953-54  season  and 
the  sophomore  dominated  team  finished  the  season  with 
7  wins  and  15  defeats. 

In  1954-55,  the  Gators  ran  hot  and  cold  as  they 
compiled  a  record  of  12  wins  against  10  losses.  Last 
year,  the  1955-56  season  saw  the  Florida  team  win  11 
games  while  losing  12.  This  team  played  outstanding- 
games  against  Alabama,  Kentucky,  and  Vanderbilt,  the 
three  top  teams  in  the  conference.  Six  lettermen  from 
that  squad  are  on  hand  this  season  while  only  three 
were  lost. 

John  Mauer  was  born  at  Aurora,  Illinois,  and  at- 
tended high  school  at  Batavia,  Illinois.  There  he  played 
football,  basketball,  and  baseball.  He  was  graduated 
in  physical  education  from  the  University  of  lUionis 
in  1926. 

As  a  football  player,  he  played  under  the  famed 
coach  Bob  Zuppke  and  on  the  same  team  with  the 
immortal  Red  Grange. 

But  it  was  in  basketball  that  Mauer  excelled.  He 
lettered  three  seasons  with  the  Illini,  captained  the 
team  as  a  junior  in  1925,  and  was  selected  on  the  All- 
Big-Ten  team  as  a  senior  in  1926. 

Since  his  graduation  from  college,  Mauer  has 
coached  at  Batavia  High,  the  University  of  Kentucky, 
the  University  of  Tennessee,  Miami  (Ohio)  University 
and  West  Point.  He  joined  the  Florida  coaching  staff 
in  1951  as  a  defensive  backfield  coach  for  football  and 
head  basketball  coach. 

In  27  seasons  as  a  head  basketball  coach,  Mauer's 
teams  at  Kentucky,  Tennessee,  Miami,  Army  and  Flor- 
ida have  won  298  games  and  lost  225. 

In  the  Southeastern  Conference,  Mauer  has  had  15 
years  as  a  head  coach  and  has  compiled  a  conference 
record  of  205  wins  against  108  losses.  His  Tennessee 
teams  won  the  SEC  championship  in  1941  and  1943  and 
were  second  two  other  years.  Coach  Mauer  has  also 
developed  4  All-Americans  and  19  All-Southeastern- 
Conference  players  during  his  tenure  as  a  head  coach. 
Coach  and  Mrs.  Mauer  (Grace)  have  two  sons,  Jack 
and  Ronnie.

ROBERT  (BOB)  EMRICK,  CAPTAIN 

It  was  inevitable  that  Bob  Emrick  would  become 
both  captain  of  his  team  and  Florida's  outstanding 
candidate  for  All-Southeastern  Conference  honors.  A 
tall  (6-5),  well  proportioned  lad  (201  pounds)  with 
clean  features,  a  winning  smile  and  a  friendly  nature, 
Emrick  started  making  passes  at  stardom  even  as  a 
freshman  in  1953-54. 

That  year,  the  last  of  freshmen  eligibility  on  varsity 
teams  in  the  SEC,  Bob  dunked  in  a  healthy  360  points, 
becoming  the  highest  scoring  freshman  of  all-time  at 
Florida  and  the  second  highest  scorer  during  a  single 
season  in  the  Gators'  history.  He  also  sank  34  points 
against  Wofford,  bettering  Florida's  all-time  single 
game  mark. 

The  20-year-old  native  of  Ashland,  Ky.,  continued 
his  torrid  pace  as  a  sophomore,  setting  another  mark 
of  36  points,  this  time  against  Louisiana  State,  and 
going  ahead  to  score  392  points  for  the  season,  another 
high. 

Emrick  continued  to  improve,  utilizing  a  clever  fall- 
away  hook  shot  to  advantage,  and  last  season  pumped 
in  410  points,  bringing  his  career  total  to  1,162,  just 
59  shy  of  the  existing  career  record  held  by  Hans 
Taenzler  of  Jacksonville.

FRESHMAN  COACH  JIM  McCACHREN 

Jim  McCachren  was  born  in  Charlotte,  N.  C,  on 
September  16,  1911,  and  after  schoolboy  stardom  at 
Charlotte  High  School,  attended  the  University  of  North 
Carolina. 

He  was  a  blocking  back  on  the  Tar  Heel  football 
teams  of  1933-34-35,  and  a  guard  on  the  basketball 
teams  the  same  years.  His  U.N.C.  football  teams  lost 
only  to  Tennessee  in  1934  and  Duke  in  1935. 

Basketball  is  Coach  McCachren's  first  love.  While 
at  North  Carolina  during  his  playing  days,  the  Tar 
Heels  won  the  Southern  Conference  Basketball  Cham- 
pionships in  the  seasons  of  1934-35  and  again  in  1935-36. 
McCachren  was  an  All-Southern  guard  in  the  1933-34, 
1934-35,  and  1935-36  seasons  and  was  given  Ail-Ameri- 
can mention  for  his  play  in  the  1935-36  campaign. 

Coach  "Jim",  as  he's  known,  graduated  from  North 
Carolina  in  1936  with  a  degree  in  Physical  Education. 
He  coached  at  Oak  Ridge  Military  Institute  and  High 
Point  College  before  entering  the  Navy  as  an  athletic 
officer  in  1942. 

McCachren  joined  the  University  of  Florida  Physi- 
cal Education  staff  in  1946  and  has  coached  the  Baby 
Gators  since  1949.  In  1953  his  squad  won  16  games 
and  lost  only  5.  In  1954  the  frosh  won  15  and  dropped 
3.  Last  year  Coach  McCachren  led  the  freshmen  to 
a  14  and  7  record.

SWIMMING  STATISTICS  BY  CHUCK  MARTIN 
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SWIMMING  COACH  JACK  RYAN 

Swimming-  is  a  thriving  sport  at  Florida  under  Coach 
Jack  Ryan.  In  five  seasons  as  head  coach  of  the  tank- 
men, Ryan  has  guided  the  Gators  to  three  Southeastern 
Conference  championships,  and  twice  his  team  has 
finished  second. 

Not  since  the  1937-41  seasons  had  the  Gators  won 
a  Conference  crown.  These 
were  the  four  years  the  Gators 
won  titles  under  the  late  Frank 
Genovar. 

Born  in  Pawtucket,  R.  I.,  on 
October     22,     1920,     Ryan     at- 
Ajtt^    "^  f    /l      tended  high  school  there,  swim- 

w  dii^^         ming     with     his     high     school 

f  J^Kl       squad.     He  received  a  physical 

education  deg-ree  from  Ohio 
State  in  1947,  returning  there 
for  his  master's  degree  in  1951 
after  serving  in  the  Marine 
Corps. 
He  was  on  the  Ohio  State  team  that  won  the  Big- 
Ten  title  in  1943  and  then  went  on  to  capture  the  NCAA 
and  National  AAU  indoor  championships.  It  was  the 
first  grand  slam  collegiate  team  in  history.  Then  in 
1947,  Ryan  again  was  with  the  Ohio  State  team  that 
swept  the  Big  Ten,  the  NCAA,  and  National  AAU  In- 
door and  Outdoor  meets,  thus  becoming  the  first  team 
to  capture  those  four  in  a  single  season. 

Ryan  was  selected  on  the  Ail-American  swimming 
team  as  a  440-yard  and  1500-meter  frees  tyler  in  1942 
and  aga^n  in  1943.  In  1947  he  was  on  the  Ail-Ameri- 
can team  for  those  two  events  as  well  as  for  the 
220-yard  freestyle. 

In  five  seasons  under  Coach  Ryan  the  Gators  have 
won  30  victories  and  have  lost  fifteen,  and  three  times 
won  the  SEC  championships.  Three  Gators  under  Ryan 
have  won  All-America  rankings — Divers  Jim  Borland 
and  Craig  White,  and  Breaststroker  Ted  Robinson.

Nine  of  the  1956  Southeastern  Conference  Champion 
swimmers  on  Florida's  team  are  lost  through  gradu- 
ation, but  Coach  Jack  Ryan  looks  to  the  new  year  with 
hope.  A  host  of  talent  remains,  including  a  number 
of  SEC  individual  champions. 

In  the  distance  events,  Jim  Warmington  and  Al  Car- 
penter return.  Warmington  won  the  1,500  meter  and 
440  yard  freestyle  events  and  placed  third  in  the  220 
yard  freestyle  in  the  SEC  championship  swim.  In 
this  meet  in  Atlanta,  Carpenter  placed  second  to  Warm- 
ington in  the  1,500  and  was  fourth  in  the  440  yard 
freestyle.  During  the  season,  Warmington  paced  the 
team  with  99  points,  while  Carpenter  was  second  in 
team  scoring  with  73%  points.  Additional  strength  is 
expected  from  distance  swnmmers  Dave  Calkin  and 
Bill  Wenz. 

Coach  Ryan  will  look  for  strength  in  the  sprints 
from  Doug  Hiler,  Doug  Creighton,  and  Bill  Crowley. 
Added  to  this  imposing  array  of  high-scoring  sprinters 
will  be  sophomores  Arthur  Logic  and  Bill  Wood. 

Bill  Ruggie,  another  sophomore,  will  head  the  back- 
stroke department.  As  a  freshman,  Ruggie  turned  in 
a  1:03.5  minute  time  in  the  100  yard  dash,  establish- 
ing a  freshman  record  for  that  distance.  Ruggie  is 
also  a  capable  backstroker.  Phil  Hill  and  Fred  Gamble 
will  also  figure  in  the  scoring  this  season, 

Phil  Drake,  Charles  Walden  and  Dick  Semaker  will 
head  the  breaststroke  corps.  Drake,  a  transfer  from 
North  Carolina  following  his  freshman  year  and  a  year 
of  ineligibility  at  Florida,  is  a  former  world  record 
holder  in  butterfly  events.  He  is  a  very  fine  individual 
medley  swimmer  and  may  be  called  on  to  assist  in  other 
events.  Letterman  Walden  and  Sophomore  Sernaker 
should  provide  depth  in  the  breaststroke. 

Chuck  Martin,  a  returning  letterman  from  the  1953 
SEC  championship  team,  Harvey  O'Laughlin  and  Bob 
Woods  are  the  team's  strongest  returning  divers. 
O'Laughlin  is  said  to  be  fast  improving,  while  Woods, 
a  transfer  from  Michigan  State,  should  add  points  to 
the  diving  events. 

Florida's  biggest  hopes  for  a  repeat  win  in  the  SEC 
is  depth.
